That astonish- 
ment came because oillclala had re- 
cently been assured by Oarman-Amar- 
Icana In the United Statea that W11< 
son would not sever relations for fear 
of a German-American uprising. The 
same belief waa held by the German 
people. When the American Bhnhaasy 
train left Berlin, the Imperial Chan- 
cellor Von Bethmann-Holwpg was ad- 
mitt. -illy dowiica.st oyer tlie situation 
and believed America wanted war with 
Germany. 

It was noticeable also when Poratgn 
.Sncretary Zlmmerm.in received tha 
■\moric;in correspoialent shortly before 
their departure. He waa plainly ner- 
vous. Ha Ukewlse Inalsted "Wilson 
wants wai" and than denied that Gar- 
many made any Irrevocabla prOmtoaa 
In the Suaaex note. 

Germany's public and aificlaldom did 
not believe entrance of ' America into 
the war would have the aUgbteat effect 
on tha outoomo. As a matter of fact. 
Field Btarshal Von Hlndenberg be- 
Uevea with preparations now under 
way, the war will be won by Germany 
before America can enter, if ahe doaa 
enter. Though tha Qerman army and 
navy la prepared, and anxious, for war 
with America, Qerman newsiiapers 
have been urging Americans to work 
for peace and have boen beseeching the 
German adrnlraliy not to torpedo shipa 
carrying Amurican passengers. Their 
afforts, however, do not appear to be 
aueoeaafuL 

Writing now from neutral Swlaa aoll, 
it la Impossible for tho first time to tall 
the developments which led Germany 
to her daotolon of ralantleas aubsaa

Simult)aneously the powerful Con- 
ner vaiivo land owiiors controlling tho 
food and equally powerful club of in- 
dustrial Isadora controlling the muni- 
tion manufacturera told the govern- 
ment the only way to end the war waa 
by unlimited suhmurlne warfare. 

These intoresta have alwaya been 
anti-American. They succeeded in con- 
vincing quartermaster general Von 
LudenortC. Meanwhile tha national llb- 
erato who would welcome war with 
America won over Foreign Secretary 
ZImniiirman to the submarine policy.

Amount used varies with 
strength of Lime-Sulphur. Usually 1 
gallon I4nte-Svlphnr to 20 gallons of 
water Put on with line nosale. Wash 
entire surface of tree. 

3. For Worms — prciluct of (xtdling 
moth, use Arsenate of \aiu\. from two 
to three lbs. Lend to loii i;alli.ii.s water. 
Klrst spray Just as blooms fall or be- 
fore calyx cup closes. Use high pres- 
sure and shoot with calyx cup. Aftei 
that with a mist spray as often as cod- 
hmr ninth ai)pears. In 21 d,i.\.'< from 
appearance they bring forth worms. 
The frequency ot spraying for worms 
depends upon how bad the worms are 
Often these codling moth s^s kept In 
a cage and as they come- (Tom the....
